Applicant argues that the examiner is constructing MPEP section 21 13 and section 2173.05(p) too broadly and further argues that 
applicant's deposition and thermal decomposition of a "sacrificial material" to form an air bridge imparts a CERTAIN DEGREE OF 
PRECISION to a resultant air bridge. The applicant further states that the prior art of Tominaga may not achieve the degree of precision 
offered by applicant's air bridge production process and that of Burns may offer SOME degree of precision but may present an alignment 
and tolerance issue. This does not found to be persuasive. These are the structural claims and the prior arts of both, Tatsuya Tominaga 
and Burns disclose the structure. Due consideration is given to the process limitation, but the claimed structure, the structure defined by 
the process steps, is similar to the prior arts and further the applicant is not disclosing any specific structural difference except the 
general quality of CERTAIN DEGREE OF PRECISION. The applicant is required to set forth what differences exist between the structure 
of the claimed invention and the prior art. 
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
